Director at Nichols Library from 1950-1984, a tenure which saw

tremendous growth for the library; she was later honored with

the establishment of The Miriam B. Fry Reading Room, which is

located in the new library; and

the American Association of University Women (AAUW), PEO (the

Philanthropic Educational Organization), and a longtime active

member of Grace United Methodist Church in Naperville; and
